Charge amended from murder to assault, 2 degree 


What began Monday, Sept. 
18, as a murder case on the Elba 
Criminal Jury Trial Docket 
quickly became an assault, sec- 
ond degree casé regarding the 
fate of defendant Richard Dale 
Taylor. 

Taylor was arrested Jan. 12, 
2005 and charged for the murder 
of Joseph Finkley of Kinston. 
Finkley was reported missing 
Jan. 1, 2005 by family members 
and his body was later found 
floating in a pond on the proper- 
ty he was last seen. 

A jury was selected Monday, 
Sept. 18, for Taylor’s trial (State 
of Alabama vs. Richard Dale 


Taylor). The trial began Tuesday 
morning, Sept. 19, with the 
State first. to move with the 
defendant and victim represen- 
tative's concurrence to amend 
the indictment to’ charge the 
lesser included offense of 
assault, second dégree. 

Court records indicate, 
“although assault is not normal- 
ly ‘a lesser included ‘offense of 
murder, as part of the defen- 
dant’s. reckless conduct, the 
indictment alleges his physical 
assault of the ‘victim. ‘Baséd 
upon the unique factual aver- 
ments of the indictment and the 
proof required of the State, it is

POW/MIA Recognition Day observed in Elba 


A small ceremony held Friday 
morning, Sept. 15, in Elba 
served as Commemoration ‘of a 
very, special day for Americans 
as. POW/MIA Recognition Day 
was observed, 

Before. 1979, there was no 
specific day set aside to honor 
America’s prisoners of war and 
those missing in action; howev- 
er,’ a congressional resolution 
changed that. In the mid-1980s, 
the day of commemoration took 
place in July and April. 

Since 1986, POW/MIA 
Recognition’ Day has. been 
observed:on the third Friday:in 
September. In honor of this day, 
a wreath was placed Friday 
morning next to the’ Ben 
Ringsdorf monument in down- 
town Elba. 

Herbert Benjamin Ringsdorf, 
a native of Elba, served in, the 
U.S. Air Force and became a 
prisoner of. war after his aircraft 
was ‘shot down Nov. 11, 1966 
five miles west: of the city of 
Vinh Linh in Quang Binh 
Province, North Vietnam. He 
was released Feb. 12, 1973. 

The Ringsdorf monument was 
constructed in Elba many years 
ago to honor Ringsdorf and all 
other. prisoners of war along 
with those considered missing in 
action. The wreath placed next 
to the Ringsdorf monument last 
Friday morning was arranged by 
Wildflowers. Florist and Gifts 
and delivered by Delonda 
Harrelson. 

A special guest in attendance 
for the wreath placement cere- 
mony was Jane Bryan, the 
daughter of the late JC Wright.

Elba Tigers looking for elusive first win 


Two teams hungry for,a win 
and looking to, keep their slim 
playoff hopes alive will clash 
Friday -night in Slocomb when 
the Slocomb Red Tops host the 
Elba Tigers’ in ‘a Class 3A, 
Region 2 encounter, 

Elba will enter the game with 
an. 0-3 ‘record after losses to 
Brantley 49-0, Headland 15-0 
and’ Dale County 14-0, while 
Slocomb will also bring an 0-3 
record into the game after losses 
to Cottonwood 34-0, Dale 
County 7-0 and Headland 19-7. 

*Slocomb is a lot like us in 
that they dress out only around 
thirty players and have. to 
depend on youngsters to get the 
job done,” said Elba’s Coach 
Scott Rials. “Last season they 
upset T.R., Miller and made the 
playoffs, but this year they have 
a very young team and are hav- 
ing to learn as they go.” 

The Red Tops, coached by 
Jeff Mitchell, were expected to 
struggle at times this season. 
However, no one involved in the 
Slocomb program ever expected 
the team to get off to an 0-3 start 
and to’ score only one touch- 
down in the three game span. 

“We've probably got fifteen 
sophomores who will be playing 
this year,” said Coach Mitchell 
in a preseason publication. 
“They will have to step up and 
fill some key roles. A lot of 
teams we play have fifty or sixty 
kids. We may have only thirty 
kids on our'team and we'll have 
a lot of two-way players. It will 
be very important for us to be a 
very well conditioned team.” 

While the Red Tops are short 
on experience, they do have one 
of the region’s top all-around 


players in senior quarterback 
Réece Register, a 6-3, 200- 
pounder that saw action’ last 
year in a back-up role. 

“He's got good size, and’ an 
extremely strong arm,” added 
Coach Mitchell, “and he’s’ got 
real good vision of the field. We 
won't break ‘any sixty-yard 
touchdown suns, but on third 
and two he is the type of runner 
who can get the yardage.” 

Over, on defense, the Red 
Tops are led by Carlos Parks; an 
all-state performer last season 
with twelve sack: from. his 
defensive-end position. 

“Slocomb. won't:do .anything 
fancy and won't try to trick 
you,” stated Elba’s Coach Rials, 
“but they can play physical foot- 
ball and have a very good defen- 
sive team. We look for them to 
line up and try to. control the 
tempo of the game Friday night. 
They have a good quarterback 
with good size and he can hurt 
you both running and passing, 
while they also have a couple of 
backs that run hard. Over on 
defense they get after the, foot- 
ball on every play and make you 
eam every yard you gain.” 

“If we hope to bring back a 
win Friday night we will have to 
improve on both offense and 
defense and stop making mis- 
takes in the kicking game,” 
added Coach Rials. “On offense 
we will have to finish drives and 
put some points on the score- 
board, while on defense we will 
need play physical at the line of 
scrimmage and tackle well, We 
have allowed three punt returns 
for touchdowns in only three 
games, and have also allowed a 
safety and a touchdown due to

mistakes, and while we’ did 
move the ball at times, we again 
failed to score. This wéek will 
try and mix up the offense a lit- 
tle and let the situation dictate 
the mode of attack.

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Coffee County Commission votes to wait 
on setting new garbage collection fees

During the regular bimonthly 
meeting . Monday, Sept. 25, 
Coffee County Commissioners 
found differing opinions regard- 
ing when to set new garbage 
collection fees. 

The commissioners were dis- 
cussing the 'FY2007 budget 
when. the. ‘discussion began.

“We ‘can approve the budget 
today without setting the rate at

ment and try: and keep ‘the rate 
down’as much as possible.”

The Elba City, Council made 


short work of their business on 
Monday evening.’

Monday evening to “handle 
some things’ we need to’ work 
on”,‘Mayor James Grimes said.

When the sales tax income is 
back on schedule and annual 
financial institution tax of 
$55,000 is received, the mayor 
promises the budget revenues 
will be much closer to. projected 
figures. the financial statement 
presented to the council on 


Monday ,evening showed’ an 
income» deficit “of ~ about 
$338,000 for the year to date, 

City Clerk Wayne ‘Grantham 
noted that the streets torn up by 
the sewer upgrade had been 
repaved. They only lack reset- 
ting of sewer main covers and a 
final inspection before’ that proj- 
ect is completed. 

Grantham also. commended 
those involved in construction 
of the Elba Playground project.
